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“Ghe Goming of Ghrist’s Kingdom 


T will be noted by the reader that this 

scripture is a part of Daniel’s inter- 
pretation of Nebuchadnezzar’s dream. 
Since most every one is acquainted with 
this story it will not be necessary to go 
into the full details of it, however, I will 
state briefly just what the dream meant. 
The head of the image which was made 
of fine gold, represented the Babylonian 
Kingdom which was in power at the time 
of Nebuchadnezzar’s dream. This king- 
dom ruled from about B. C. 603 to B. C. 
$38. The breast and the arms which were 


, of silver represented the, Medo-Persian 


Kingdom which ruled from 538 B. C. to 
331 B. C. The belly and the thighs which 
were of brass represented the kingdom of 
Greece which was in power from 331 B. 
C. to 168 B. C. The legs of the image 
which were of iron represented the Rom- 
an Kingdom, which ruled from the king- 
dom of Greece until 476 A. D. when her 
powers were broken and the kingdom di- 
vided. The feet which were part iron and 
part clay, represented the kingdoms of 
the world from 476 A. D. until the com- 
ing of Christ’s Kingdom which is repre- 
sented by the stone which was cut out 
of the mountain without hands. The fact 
of the stone’s smiting the image and 
grinding it into powder shows that 
Christ’s Kingdom will be superior to all 
other kingdoms and that it will fill the 
whole earth. The kingdoms of the world 
will no doubt be climaxed with the reign 
of Antichrist who will be destroyed with 
the brightness of Christ’s coming. 2 
Thess. 2:8; Rev. 19:11-21. 


WHEN MAY WE EXPECT THIS TO 
TAKE PLACE? 


It is clearly seen according to the 
Scriptures that Christ will not come to 
set up His kingdom until after the reign 
of Antichrist which is to take place dur- 
ing the great tribulation. Rev. 13:1-18. 
The coming of Christ to reign must not 
be confused with His coming to catch 
away His saints to meet Him in the 
air as in 1 Thess. 4:15-17; 1 Cor. 15:52; 
Luke 17:34-37. Christ will come after 
His saints just before or at the begin- 
ning of the great tribulation as is seen in 
Rev. 3:10; Luke 21:36; Isa. 26:20-21, 
while His coming with His saints to 
reign will take place at the close of the 
tribulation. Matt. 24:29-31; 25:31-46. 


WHAT WILL IT BE LIKE?

brought him near before him. And there 
was given him dominion, and glory, and 
a kingdom, that all people, nations, and 
languages, should serve him: his domin- 
ion is an everlasting dominion, which 
shall not pass away, and his king- 
dom that which shall not be destroyed,” 
Dan. 7:13-14. 

Yes, Christ will reign and, oh, that it 
were today! As we look about us and see 
the nations of the world preparing for 
war and bloodshed, and when we think 
of the millions of innocent souls which 
will be destroyed under their cruel hand, 
it truly makes one wish that Christ would 
hasten His coming to take over the king- 
doms of the world. “For unto us a child 
is born, unto us a son is given: and the 
government shall be upon his shoulder: 
and his name shall be called Wonderful, 
Counsellor, The Mighty God, the Ever- 
lasting Father, The Prince of Peace. Of 
the increase of his government and peace 
there shall be no end, upon the throne of 
David, and upon his kingdom, to order 
it, and to establish it with judgment and 
with justice from henceforth even for 
ever,” Isa. 9:6, 7. While this scripture has 
been fulfilled in part, we are sure that 
much of it remains yet to be fulfilled, 
especially in regards to His (Christ’s) 
government and kingdom. 

When Jesus was asked by His follow- 
ers if He would at that time (while 
He was here on earth) restore or give 
back the kingdom to Israel, He informed 
them that it was not for them to know, 
but that the Father had this in His own 
power. The Jews, of course, were look- 
ing for the promised Redeemer who they 
thought would come in great pomp and 
glory, but God not had chosen to send 
Him in that way but rather as the lowly 
manger Babe. Therefore He was rejected 
by the Jews as they did not believe Him 
to be the true Redeemer. “He came unto 
his own (the Jews) and his own received 
him not,” John 1:11. 

We are told in Luke 19:11 that He 
spake a parable unto them because He was 
nigh to Jerusalem, and because they 
thought that the kingdom of God should 
immediately appear. He said, “A cer- 


tain nobleman went into a far country 
to receive for himself a kingdom,: and 
to return,” Jesus, no doubt, spoke this 
parable in order that He might make it 
clear that the kingdom would not at that 
time appear but that He would go back 
to heaven to wait until it pleased the 
Father to give Him the kingdom, at 
which time He will return in all His 
glory, and all the holy angels with Him, 
then shall He sit upon the throne of His 
glory. He is now sitting with His Father 
on His throne, but when He comes to 
reign He will sit upon His own throne. 
“The Lord God shall give unto him the 
throne of his father David: And he shall 
reign over the house of Jacob for ever; 
and of his kingdom there shall be no 
end,” Luke 1:32, 33. See Isa. 9:7; Acts 
2:30. 

2. The resurrected and translated saints 
will participate in the rulership of the 
earth with Christ. 

“Ye are they which have continued 
with me in my temptations. And I ap- 
point unto you a kingdom, as my Father 
hath appointed unto me; That ye may 
eat and drink at my table in my king- 
dom, and sit on thrones judging the 
twelve tribes of Israel,” Luke 22:28-30. 
“And he that overcometh, and keepeth 
my works unto the end, to him will I 
give power over the nations: And he shall 
rule them with a rod of iron; as the ves- 
sel of a potter shall they be broken to 
shivers: even as I received of my Father,” 
Rev. 2:26, 27. “But the saints of the most 
High shall take the kingdom, and possess 
the kingdom for ever, even for ever and 
ever,” Dan. 7:18. (See verses 22 and 27.) 
“Do ye not know that the saints shall 
judge the world?” 1 Cor. 6:2. This, no 
doubt, will be the time spoken of in 2 
Thess. 1:10, when Christ shall come to 
be glorified in His saints, and to be ad- 
mired in all them that believe. 

In this world we are often scorned 
and looked down upon, but thank God 
there is coming a time when we will be 
the most popular people in the whole 
world. “And they sung a new song, say- 
ing, Thou art worthy to take the book, 
and to open the seals thereof: for thou 
wast slain, and hast redeemed us to God 
by thy blood out of every kindred, and 
tongue, and people, and nation; and hast 
made us unto our God kings and priests: 
and we shall reign on the earth,” Rev. 5: 
9, 10. “And I saw thrones, and they sat 
upon them, and judgment was given un- 
to them: and I saw the souls of them that 
were beheaded for the witness of Jesus, 
and for the Word of God, which had not 
worshipped the beast, neither his image,

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Thanksgiving day is again upon us and we 
are reminded of its history. In the fall of 
1621, after the farms of the Pilgrim Fathers 
had brought forth plentifully and the blessings of God had 
been generously showered upon the whole colony, they ap- 
pointed a special day of thanksgiving. 

They had any reason that people today do to be blue and 
discouraged. They had left the fatherland because of persecu- 
tion, being whipped, driven from their homes, placed in jail, 
and many of their loved ones killed. Their lot in the new world 
also had been perilous, living in the wilds of a new country sur- 
rounded by savages. But amid all this they found many things 
for which to thank God and honor Him with a real Thanks- 
giving Day. 

In 1784 Congress set aside a day of thanksgiving for the re- 
turn of peace. Nothing could 
have been more appropriate to 
the beginning of reconstruction 
for the newly-found republic 
which had been war-torn for 
more than six years. Peace is 
certainly a great thing for which 
to be thankful now. 

In 1789, after the adoption of 
the Constitution, Washington 
appointed a day of thanksgiving. 
The people of this enlightened 
America have every reason to be 
thankful for this document, for 
through its provisions we have 
religious liberty. Without it 
we would be an easy prey to 
communism and Nazism, which, 
contrary to guaranteeing relig- 
ious freedom, try to annihilate 
it and take peace from the earth. 

Since 1863 Presidents have 
annually issued proclamations, 
setting aside the last Thursday 
in November as Thanksgiving 
Day. This, as well as the general 
observance of the day, has be- 
come a form. However, the true 
follower of Christ should not = 
forget to be thankful and to i 
manifest this thanksgiving gm. 
spirit.

POSTDATED 


The true spirit of thanksgiving did not begin with the Pil- 
grim Fathers or in America. Before the new world was dis- 
covered and even before civilization in Europe, the Israelites 
were observing feasts of thanksgiving. The Psalmist David uses 
the word “thanksgiving” freely in his songs, and describes a 
number of conditions in which men should show forth a 
thankful spirit. 

We should come before the Lord with thanksgiving. Psa. 
95:2. How much this admonition is like that of the Master in 
the beginning of the Lord’s Prayer, “Hallowed be thy name.” 
If we are to receive blessings from God we must thank Him 
for those which we have received. We should publish with the 
voice of thanksgiving and tell of His wondrous works. Psa. 
26:7. 

Heathen religions are oftentimes accompanied by downcast 
and sorrowful looks on the faces of adherents, and sometimes 
it may be that those who profess to be Christians also have a 
forlorn look, but the true Christian should have a thankful 
and contented look upon his countenance. He is happy not 
only to possess that which makes him thankful but is thank- 
ful for the opportunity to publish the merits of such a won- 
derful Savior as is found in Jesus. But what of the sacrifices 
and burdens that come to the Christian? Can he be thankful 
in and for those things? Yes, again we are confronted with 
the words of the sweet singer, “And let them sacrifice the 
sacrifices of thanksgiving, and declare His works with rejoic- 
ing,” Psa. 107:22. No matter to what status we have been 
reduced in the eyes of the world, or what sacrifices we have 
made to become a child of God or to maintain our fellowship 
with Him, it is worth it all and what we have gained is worth 
while and something for which we should be thankful, and 
what more? 

Our worship should be thanksgiving worship. “Enter into 
his gates with thanksgiving, and into his courts with praise,” 
Psa. 100:4. It was not unusual nor out of order in the days 
of David to have spontaneous outbursts of joy in the services 
of God. It was not unusual nor 
out of order in the days of the 
apostles immediately succeeding 
Pentecost. It is not unusual nor 
out of order in God’s Church to- 
day to have spontaneous out- 
bursts of joy and rejoicing. 

“Rejoice evermore. In every 
thing give thanks: for this is 
the will of God in Christ Jesus 
concerning you,” 1 Thess. 5:16, 
18. This admonition is certainly 
for all Christians. Let us there- 
fore keep this Thanksgiving Day 
with joy and rejoicing for what 
God has done for each of us, and 
live in a way that we may ever 
walk into His house with thanks 
and enter His service, in what- 
ever capacity we may have op- 
portunity to serve, with praise.

Here four hundred and eighty-seven 
years before Christ was born in Bethle- 
hem of Judea, Zechariah, a minor prophet 
of the Old Testament, looked from down 
the valley of time and beheld many won- 
derful and glorious sights.

Christ grew to manhood, a man of like 
passion as we are, conquering the enemy 
on every hand, ministering to the poor, 
the needy and oppressed, preaching the 
everlasting gospel of the kingdom of 
God, declaring Himself to be the Christ, 
the Son of the living God. Zechariah 
must have rejoiced to see His (Christ’s) 
day and embraced the promise as Ab- 
raham had nearly two thousand years 
previous to Zechariah’s prophecy. Then 
when Christ seemed to be at the peak of 
His ministry, when vast multitudes were 
following Him we see Him arrested on 
false charges, arraigned before the eccles- 
iastical and civil courts, tried in an il- 
legal manner, abused, scourged, humili- 
ated in the sight of the people and His 
disciples, led as a criminal to the cross, 
and crucified between two malefactors, 
which means evildoers or criminals, the 
prophecy recorded in Isa. 53 being ful- 
filled in the life He lived and the death 
He died, according to the Jewish ideals, 
the most degraded death one could die, 
but what we as true Christians know to 
be the most honorable and glorious death 
that has ever been. 

“Greater love hath no man than this 
that a man lay down his life for his 
friends,” John 15:13. We see him the 
third day leaving the tomb, but what 
a contrast in His person and bearing, 
coming forth not as the helpless Babe of 
Bethlehem nor the innocent lamb as it 
was led to the slaughter, but we see Him 
coming forth with the tread of a con- 
queror, holding the power over death, 
hell and the grave in His hand, not only 
for Himself, but for all who love and 
serve Him. 1 Cor. 15:22, “For as in 
Adam all die, even so in Christ shall all 
be made alive.” Praise His name for- 
ever! 

It is this conquering King whom Zech- 
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ariah sees standing on the mount of 
Olives at the close of the great tribula- 
tion or the time of Jacob’s trouble that 
is so plainly taught in God’s Word. At 
this point begins the millennial reign of 
Christ and the saints who are worthy to 
come forth in the first resurrection. Rev. 
20:6. “Millennium” means a thousand 
years, a thousand years with Christ and 
His saints ruling this world with a rod 
of iron. Rev. 2:27. 

Christ’s second advent in mid-air is to 
catch away the ones who are ready and 
worthy to go to the marriage supper of 
the Lamb. Isa. 26:20, 21; Rev. 3:10; 
Matt. 24:28. Christ and the saints will 
be somewhere in the air for a period of 
seven years or till the close of the tribu- 
lation. Then we see Christ in Rev. 19 
coming to earth again, riding a white 
horse as King of kings and Lord of lords, 
with the armies of heaven accompany- 
ing Him. His coming this time is to cast 
the Antichrist and false prophet, who 
have been reigning for seven years (three 
and a half years as a reign of peace and 
strategy and three and a half years as a 


reign of terror, war, famine, death, etc.), 
into the lake of fire and brimstone where 
they will be tormented both day and 
night for ever and ever. Rev. 20:10. Then 
we see Christ setting up His throne at Je- 
rusalem to rule the nations that have 
found favor with God,—the sheep na- 
tions. Matt. 25:32-34. Because the devil 
is bound and Christ is reigning supremely 
all the creation shall be at peace. “The 
wolf also shall dwell with the lamb, 
and the leopard shall lie down with the 
kid; and the calf and the young lion and 
the fatling together; and a little child 
shall lead them. And the cow and the bear 
shall feed; their young ones shall lie down 
together: and the lion shall eat straw like 
the ox. And the suckling child shall play 
on the hole of the asp, and the weaned 
child shall put his hand on the cockatrice’ 
den,” Isa. 11:6-8. Praise His good name! 
He comes to finish the transgression, to 
make an end of sins and reconciliation 
for iniquity, to bring in everlasting 
righteousness, and to seal up the vision 
and prophecy. Dan. 9:24. Saints, let us 
look forward with expectancy and hope 
to this great event when we shall meet 
the Lord in the air with shouts of vic- 
tory. So let us keep filled with the Holy 


Ghost and ready to go. Even so, Lord Je- 
sus, come quickly.

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MISSION CLOTHES IN HAITI 
By Joun P. Kiuzir 
Missionary to Haiti 


“Then shall the King say unto them on 
His right hand, Come, ye blessed of my 
Father, inherit the kingdom prepared for 
you from the foundation of the world... 
I was a stranger, and ye took me in: 
naked, and ye clothed me... Verily I say 
unto you, Insomuch as ye have done it 
unto one of the least of these my breth- 
ren, ye have done it unto me,” Matt. 25: 
34, 35, 40. 

Christ suffered and died for “the 
strangers across the waters in strange 
lands” as well as for those of our own race 
and homeland. Everything that is done 
for them in the name of the Lord is done 
as unto our Savior Himself. We appre- 
ciate the fine response that you folks 
made to our appeal in the Evangel last 
spring for used clothes to be sent for the 
mission work in Haiti. The new law just 
adopted by Haiti has certainly proved a 
boon to our brothers and sisters who are 
in extreme need of aid in clothing. In all 
our missions there is the same plea for 
“help to be clothed.” When people con- 
verted in their homes or in the fields or 
in the market places are asked, “Why 
don’t you come out to our meetings?” 
the reply is about the same every time: 
“We don’t have any clothes to make even 
a decent appearance!” At our meetings 
we don’t stand on ceremony about 
clothes, although we do require respect 
for the house of the Lord and ask the peo- 
ple to come to the missions at least clean 
and as tidy as possible. In our mountain 
missions it is the usual thing to see our 
people walk over the trails barefooted, 
then, just before entering the church, 
half of them may put on native sandals. 
In some places in the mountains, only a 
very small number of the people may 
have even sandals to wear. 

At our Coq Chante mission, there were 
three of our young women converts liv- 
ing in the same house together. Between 
them, they had but one dress in which 
they dared be seen in public. One of these 
sisters at a time could leave the house or 
yard, while the other two waited for her 
return before they could in turn leave. 
Needless to say, they were not seen often 
in the meetings until we were able to 
help them by sending a bundle of clothes 
from the first shipment of your mission 
clothes. The poverty on some of these bar- 
ren hillsides is truly pitiful! Just another

illustration from this same district: Such 
good work had been started in Fond-Bou- 
din, a new mission station, that we had 
to help them build a larger native house 
for worship. During the construction of 
this, I learned that all that the men had 
for food were mangoes. “How long has 
this been going on?” I asked. “Oh, ‘for 
two months and we'll have nothing else 
to eat for another month,” was the reply. 
Due to a contrary season of rain, plant- 
ing time came a month late so that all 
their corn held in reserve as food, had to 
be planted for a new crop. In their mere 
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existence of living from hand to mouth, 
or more literally, ‘field to stomach,” our 
people at Fond-Boudin have no chance 
of raising anything of much commercial 
profit, so that in spite of a busy and 
cheap market within an hour’s walking 
distance, they had to take care of that 
gnawing sensation in their stomachs by 
filling up with mangoes. In this mission 
we now have a splendid native house for 
our meetings. Of the 120 who usually 
attend, however, only forty-nine are 
members, thirty-five of whom are bap- 
tized in the Holy Ghost. Of the others 
who attend, forty-three are converted, 


but unable to be baptized in water and 
brought into membership of the Church 
because of their inability to pay the $2.00 
civil tax for their marriage to the com- 
panion with whom they have been liv- 
ing. Just here, I would like to express our 
appreciation to those who have helped in 
the Marriage Fund this past year. By 
your help, we were enabled to marry 
eighty-eight couples. Praise God! 

From this brief picture of conditions 
we have to face in Haiti, you can under- 
stand how much we appreciated the mis- 
sion clothes you sent. We want to thank 
everyone of you who sent clothes to us. 
Sister Sarkissian and Sister Bennett have 
given us a partial list of contributors— 
we shall have a complete list made out 
again in January—and just now we es- 
pecially want to thank these churches for 
their remembrance of this particular need 
in Haiti: San Bernadino, California, (Mrs. 
Fred McKern) ; Gastonia, N. C.; Urbana, 
Ill., (Brother Geo. R. Coleman); Lynch, 
Ky., (Miss D. Borch); Key West, Fla.; 
(L. A. Ford and Sister Gracie Elwood) ; 
Lake Worth, Florida, (Brother J. A. 
Cross); East Bank, W. Va., (Brother 
Alex. Daniels); Spring Place, Ga., (Mrs. 
Jack Manchester); West Point, Miss. 
(Miss Ollia Mae Holland); Ft. Myers, 
Fla. Clothing was also gathered from 
Croton-on-Hudson, N. Y.; Ossing, N. 
Y., and from New York City. Others 
have since sent in clothes and I received 
a letter that more is on the way.
